NEW USES FOR AIRCRAFT 


BEING DEVEL 
RUSSIA IN 


These were the questions 
MAJOR OLIVER STEWART, 
M.C., AF.C., the recognised 
authority on aerial warfare 
and editor of the magazine 
| Aeronautics, sought to answer 
when he discussed the air 
fighting in the Russo-German 
hostilities. 


ANTI-TANK WORK 

Major Stewart declared that one 
or two interesting points had al- 
Teady emerged from 
which had been gathered about 
the fighting between Russia and 
Germany, and which might tend 
to show the way in which things 
were going on there. 

The first thing was that the Rus- 
Sians appeared to have been using 
itheir alreraft for anti-tank work 
and, in this, they were Playing a 
very important part. 

“IT have always believed that 
aeroplanes, when armed with can- 
nons, can always be used to stop 
a thrust by enemy tanks,” said 
Major Stewart.’ “The Russians 
have well understood the ability of 
the tank to push its Way through 
all obstacles and also its great 
|mobillty. Tanks can be assembled 
, behind the lines and can begin to 
‘attack so quickly that the best re- 


‘connaissance work on the other, 
Side can only give a very short 


warning of the weak points where 
the thrusts are to be made 


THE OLD DEMAND 


' “Tam not In a position to speak 
, with any authority on the handling 
of tanks, but {t seems to me that 
‘thas a greater advantage In at- 
tack than in defence. So we come 
back to the old demand for speed 
in defence which should be greater 
than speed jn attack.” 

Major Stewart said that as far 
as aerial warfare was concerned 
this fact can be fully recognised 
and the interceptor fighter had 
been chosen to beat off enemy air 
attacks, So that wherever the 
enemy made an alr thrust. inter- 
ceptor fighters would always be 
‘able to get to the spot very quick- 
ly as they were faster than the 
ordinary fighter. 

“I must repeat that IT know 
nothing about tanks beyond 
what I have heard and read of 
the part they have played in 
recent campaigns,” said Major 
Stewart, “but it looks to me 
as 1f the defending tanks do 
not have their margin of speed 
for opposing attacking tanks 
which will enable them to 
throw themselves inte the at- 
tack in a short time. 

PRIMARY RESISTANCE 


“That is why I belleve in tanks 
stopping aeroplanes and 
seems that the Russians have 
been thinking along these lines. 
They had been bringtng up their 
air squadrons to put up a primary 
resistance and their defending 
tanks then have time to take up 
their tactical positions. 

“This ts one way in which the 
Russians are extending the use of 
aircraft in battle and 1 hope to 
get more details of this work later 
on,” 

Major Stewart stated that an- 
other direction in which the Rus- 
slans had been using their air force 
was for dropping parachutists. 
There had been some dispute as to 
-who actually invented parachute 
troops, but the Russians were the 
first to develop them and they 
were now using parachute troops 
to clear diversions and to damage 
the enemy's line of tommunica- 
tion. 

The Russtans had, at one time, 
spoken of dévelqping glider trains 
and people had smiled when they 
heard of it. So far, however, there 
had been no reports of use by the 
Russians of these gliders. 

TACTICAL WORK 

“But al] this showg that how- 
ever the war in the East may go, 
‘ should watch the way in which 
t Russians are using aviation,” 
said Major Stewart. “The Rus- 
sians were also using their alrcraft 
along thelr own front'ers, They 
appear to be concent: dng their 
airforce un tactical work, 

“We have not had reports of any 
long range bombing attacks made 
by the Russians. The raids that 
hed been made show that they 
were made with co-operative in- 
tention. 

“Here 1am on delicate ground, 
If I speak of tactical bombing to 
the exclusion of all others some 
may-suspect that I am hot advo-

Major Stewart next referred wo 
the luli in German raids over 
j Britain and said that the Germans 
appeared to have almost given up 
their heavy bombing of the British 
Isles. 

To judge by the manner tn which 
the R.A.F. had been dealing blows 
on Germany It appeared as ff the 
Germans had moved a large part 
of thelr alr force to the East, and 
that meant that they were using 
thelr airforce to give the men on 
the ground the greatest degree of 
protection. 

“The point is whether Ger- 
many can stand up to the 
heavy attacks that the R.AF. 
have been making by night and 
day bombing the enemy both 
in occupied-France and in 
Germany itself. 

“The Germans are almost pas- 
slve under these attacks,” con- 
Unued Major Stewart. “It is true 
that when conditions are favour- 
able to them they have replied to 
these attacks. One night whe 
our bombers were clearly outlined 
‘np the sky the enemy brought 
down 12 of them. But there has 
:been no real reply 

“The Jast big raid on London 
was on May 10. Since then there 
‘has been ralds and a_ certain 
amount of damage and a_ few 
casualties. But we have not had

THE QUESTION 
' “So the question is: Can the 
|Germans lie passive under our

DETECTIVE 
STORY 100 
YEAR OLD 


New York.—A hundred years ago 
this month the firsi detective stery 
was published. One of our leading 
literatures. Philip Van Doren 
Stern, thinks it has not been im- 
proved upon: since. 

The first who-done-it was by a 
neurotic American named Edgar 
Allan Poe, and the story was call- 
ed “The Murders in the Rue Mor- 
gue,” Plenty of writing on murder 
had been done before, however, 
and deduction was commonplace in 
books of many sorts, Mr, Stern

points out in the current Virginia: 


Quarterly 
‘But Poe was the first to write 


the detective story as we know it) 


today,” he declared. “He added 
the puzzle element to the tale of 
murder; he gave us our first real 
detective—the brilllant and eccen- 


‘tric Dupin, and he was the ori- 


ginator of the Dr. Watson method 
of presenting a story through an 
observer who tells how the sleuth 
went about solving the case. 


LOGICAL STRUCTURE 


“Poe’s * rigidly logical structure 
has coltinued almost unchanged; 
his Philosophical asides are 
imitated to this day; his atmos- 
pheric effects have defied success- 
ful imttat.on. 

“Like printing, the detective 
story has been Improved upon oniy 
in @ mechanical way since it was 
first Invented; ay artistic products, 
Gutenberg’s Bible and Poe’s ‘The 
Murders in the Rue Morgue’ have 
never been surpassed.” 

But writers are not discouraged, 
Nor are publishers. Nearly 300 
who-done-Its were published’ last 
year. “but most of them were as 
artless ag radio soap-opera, and 
quite as tiresome.” Mr. 8tem 
thinks our mysteries are long on 
gore and short on good red blood— 
that their chief function Is to put 
tired business men to sleep from 
sheer boredom.
